The Soo Line Has Purchased The 
Itasca Logging Road Running 
North of Deer River 


GAPS 
ARE 
EASILY 
BRIDGED 


Rumors That Cross Lake Logging 
Road Will be Acquired and Ex­ 
tension Built to Brainerd 


The recent activity shown by the 
Soo Line purchasing the Itasca log­ 
ging road ru n n in g 50 miles north of 
Deer River, revives the rum or that 
the Soo has intentions of building 
into Brainerd. 
The Itasca line ex­ 
tends also to the south of Deer River 
a distance of 25 miles. 
The Cross Lake logging road has 
been examined by the Soo officials 
as well as New York and Chicago 
capitalists. 
The distance from tile 
south end of the Itasca road to the 
north end of the Cross Lakt 
only 20 miles. 
It extends i 
of 25 miles toward Brainerd. 
From 
its term inus to Brainerd is only 2o 
miles. 
The road offers such a strategic 
position that it seems entirely prob­ 
able that it will be acquired by the 
Soo. 
Forty 
miles 
of 
construction 
work will give the Soo communication 
with Brainerd, entering the city from 
the north. 
It will give it access in 
northern Minnesota to the extensive 
Rainy river country. 
Feeders may 
be built from this projected line to 
all newly discovered ore fields. 
An 
extension south of Brainerd of only 
25 miles would connect the projected 
line with the Brooten line near Little 
Falls. 
Attorney .lay Henry Long, when 
interviewed regarding the proposed 
road, said: 
“ It looks very much as if the Soo 
Line were going to do a good deal 
more for Brainerd and this county 
than simply running a stub in from 
Deerwood or Cuyuna. 
This company 
has purchased the logging road which 
is in operation from the landing on 
the Mississippi river south of Deer- 
R'ver, north to Little Falls, in Kooch­ 
iching county, with fifty miles of 
main line tra ck a g e and about 
the 
same mileage in spurs into the log­ 
ging country, and which road has 
been located on north frim Little 
Falls to International 
Falls. 
This 
traverses a country very rich in tim ­ 
ber products. 
“ But the road has been owned and 
operated by the Itasca Lumber Co., 
and since they had not qualified as a 
common carrier they made the freight 
rates almost prohibitory to anybody 
else and very little tim ber has been 
hauled out except w hat was owned 
by the Itasca Company. 
While the 
road has been in operation for a 
good many years, the title to some of 
the right of way has not been per­ 
fected and proceedings have recently 
bc^n brought before Judge Stanton 
and commissioners appointed to con­ 
demn the right of way. 
The inten­ 
tion is to continue the road north to 
International Falls, forty miles far­ 
ther.
